Crazy Pat 
Hogan sat sullen and silent, taking in all that 
was going on with observing optics. ‘‘ Dutch 
Jake’ and his ugly little dog were at the door 
looking on with a gravity which was quite laugh-

I have been allowed the 
largest libertv consistent with his duty, 
which bas been a daily trip to the 
telegraph office in company with a 
Bailiff, and now and then a half-hour’s walk 
about town. In spite of this privilege, 


THE HOURS WERE LONG AND SLOW, 
and my discomfort great. May it be long be- 
fore lam called upon to endure such a penance 
again. The town appears quite excited and re- 
joiced over my release, the opinion being strong- 
ly grounded that it wasan original outrage, 
with supplemental vindictiveness. A warm 
bath, a change of underwear throughout, a 
“freshener ’’ at the Leland House water-tank, 
and Richard is himself again. Anyone who thinks 
it is a pleasant experience to entertain a 
contempt for a Legislature and get imprisoned 
thirteen days in the Sangamon County Jail, with 
all the appurtenances thereunto belonging, 
HASN’T JUDGMENT BNOUGH TO RUN A GARBAGE- 
WAGON. ~ 

Like my illustrious countryman, at an important 
epoch of his life, which was the end of it, Iam 
content. The report of the Committee might 
have been made sooner, and the release accom- 
plished some days ago, but that seems not to 
have beenin accordance with the plan of pun- 
ishment laid down. However, it has come at 
last,—none too soon for my own inclination, and 
for the welfare of the Legislature. 


M’CREA. 
HE 18 UNANIMOUSLY EBXONERATED ON EVERY 
CHARGE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, [11., April 16.—The McCrea in- 
vestigation was resumed this evening before a 
smalier if not a more select audience than 
usual. L. H. Robinson was recalled, and testi- 
fied that he, on one occasion, talked with Orson 
Smith about a littie purchase in Wisconsin, and 
would wantaloan of $3,000. Smith said he 
could have it whenever he wanted it. The wit- 
ness read what purported to be the testimony 
of Abe and Samuel McCrea. The witness 
never told Abe McCrea that the sale of 
the tax-list was a matter of his 
own. The witness did tell Abe McCrea that 
he would talk about the matter with Sam. This 
was after Sam told the witness to talk with Abe 
about it; never told Abe not to tell Sam about 
the trade, as proposed, with THs TRiBUNs. 
Abe and the witness were to go Tus TRIBUNE 
and get the money. 

AFTER THE TRADE WAS OFF 
he declined to go. The witness never heard 
Abe say he would take the money if it was 
right todo so. He may have saidit. The wit- 
noss said to Abe that if the money were paid,he 
(Abe) mast take it. He said he would take it 
home. That is the witness’ best impression. 
The witness told Cowles what Abe said he 
would do with the money. The witness never 
told that he would like to see Samuel at his 
office; did not because he didn’t want to mix 
Samuel up with it. Abe said in reference to the 
Cowles contract that Bam would not sign, but 
would come over and see. The witness did not 
know what was to become of the money ulti- 
mately. The witness, in his testimony, did not 
group conversations running through three or 
four months into as many days; talked with 
McUrea about the matter several times. 
Critchell was working for the Jnter-Ocean, and

talked with McCrea about it; most of the con- 
versation took place in McUrea’s back office; 
witness bad talked with McCrea in the morning 
about referring to Abe, and the same day saw 
Cowles; couldn’t tell how the witness and Mc- 
Crea first talked about the list. The witness 
was anxious for McCrea’s political advance- 
ment, and was friendly to Taz TRisunz. Mc- 
Crea never askei the witness to color his testi- 
mony before the Grand Jury. He took the posi- 
tidn that the witness bad a right, as a 


broker, to make the negotiations, 
The witness replied that he was not a 
broker. He was simply working in 


the interest of McCrea and THe TRIBUNE, and 
was quite emphatic in the matter. The witness 
had McCrea’s approval to go to Taz TRipcns, 
but not to dispose of the list. After Cowles 
refused to go on further with the negotiations, 
the witness went back to McCrea and told bim 
that Medill had telegraphed from Washington 
saying that he would not be blackmailed. 
CROS8S-EXAMINED. 

The witness was a friend to McCrea and Tug 
Tripune; might have been somewhat inter- 
ested. ‘The witness brought his counsel here to 
take care of his own interest, because 
he had betén through. two Grand Jury 
investigations. The witness came bere with 
letters of introduction and recommendations as 
to character. The letters were to Senators Bash 
and Joslyn. The gentleman from McHenry 
County, Joslyn, is a mighty good feller to tie 
to.

PAWNBROKERS. 

The prominent lobby agents cf the scalpers 
are endeavoring to work up sympathy for the 
poor pawnbrokers,—the 10 per cent a month fel- 
lows,—and for a consideration of some $500, 
collected by a prominent pawnbroker of Chi- 
cago, are doing what they can to kill Sexton’s 
bill, which will commend itself to all decent 


people. It is as follows: 
A Bit for an act for the regulation of pawn- 
brokers. 

SzcTion 1. Be it enacted, etc., That every per- 
son or company engaged in the business of receiv- 
ing property in pledge, or as security for money or 
other thing advanced to the pawner or piedger, 
shall be held, and is hereby declared and detined, 
to bea pawnbroker. 

Sec. 2. It shall be nalawful for any pawn broker. 
as herein provided, to charge or collect a greater 
penefit or percentage upon money advanced, and 
for the use znd fornearance thereof, than the rate 
of 3 per cent per month: provided, that nothing 
herein shall be construed so as to conflict with che 
law pertaining to asury; and the person receiving 
money so advanced shal! not be neld to pay any 
storage, insurance, or charges other than such in- 
terest as herein provided 

Sec. 3. Every pawnbroker who shal! be found 
guilty of a vivlation of the provisions of this act 
shall, for the first offense, be fined a sum not leas 
than $20, nor more than $100, and for each subse- 
quent offense not le=s than $50, nor more than 
$200. or imprisonment in the County Jai) not ex- 
ceeding thirty days. or either or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the Court: Provided, that this act ghali 
not be so construed as to, in anvwise, impair the 
power of cities or villages im this State to license, 
tax. regulate, suppress and prohibit pawnbrokers, 
as now provided by law.

ITS RAVAGES IN MOROCCO. 

Apecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasninaton, D. C., April 16.—Nothing more 
horrible bas ever been recorded than the ravages 
of the plague now raging in Morocco. A letter 
to a gentleman in this city from the United 
States Consul at Tangier, dated March 19, 1879, 
gives the following terrible account of the suf- 
fering from the famine and from starvation. 
Living human beings eating the dead is almost 
an unheard-of horror. The Consul writes as 
follows: : 
‘* Ali who can are now running away from this 
most unfortunate country, where famine, cholera, |

Emulating the Deeds of the Molly 
Maguires. 


The Errand-Boys’ Strike and Its 
Results. 


The Wounded Urchin Refuses to Peach 
on His Assailant. 


The principles of the Commune and the Rus- 
sian Nihilists are being put into practice in Chi- 
and the system of assassivation has be- 
come the heritage of boys of 14. The. victim in 
the present case may recover,—ip fact, unless up- 
{avorable symptoms are developed his recovery 
js éntirely probable,—but the fact remains that 
veaterday afternoon a boy of 14 was shot by an- 
other of about his own age, and that the cause 
for the attempted murder grew out of the ac- 
tion of the assailed boy in regard to his right to 
work for such wages as seemed good to him 
to accept and to his employers to 
_ The case, from its surroundings, the 
extreme youth of the parties, and the daring 
manner in which the shooting was done, on 4 
main thoroughfare, and in broad daylight, i 
one of the strangest which the press of Chicago 
bas ever beep called upon to chronick. 
About half-past 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
persons passing by the{corver of Clark and Mad- 


yson streets 
HEARD A PISTOL-SHOT, 

= a moment afterwards a boy was seen to run 
ef the entrance to No. 133 Madison. A 
rookie Sheriff, Ben H. Seligman, who heard 
the shot fired, gave chase to the boy, who ran 
along Madison to LaSalle street, and thence 
north on LaSalle to the Board of Trade alley. 
Dodging amongst the crowd there assembled, 
he was immediately lost to sight, and Seligman 
gave up the chase. Meantime, others had epn- 
ee the building on the northwest corner of 
Sintieon and Clark streets, where tliey founda 
boy lying on the stairs. It turned out upon ex- 
.gmination that he had received a wound through 
the fleshy part of his leit thigh, the bullet pass- 
ing clean through. The missile was picked up 
by the boy himself, and proved to be a smail 
affair, probably from a 22-calibre pistol. The 
boy was very cool and collected, and when the 
bystanders suggested to strip off his clothes 
for the purpose of making ap examination, 
he told them to ‘ttake it easy and not sweat 
themselves.”’ He was taken to the office of Dr. 
E. Snyder, afew doors away, and was trans- 

ferred thence to his home. 

The boy gave his name as Tbomas Rowbot- 
tom, and said that he was 14 years old and re- 
sided with his mother at No. 895 West Madison 
street. The otcurrence had attracted a large 
pumber of people, including the inevitable po- 
liceman who turns up after everything is over, 
but to all questions the boy persisted in saying 
that he did vot know wbo it was that shot him, 
and that he knew the shooting was accidental. 
Both esoegg org ay he afterwards admitted, 
were untrue, but the motives ‘which induced the 
little fellow to make them present him in the 
light of a true hero, and, on the other hand, 
demonstrate that the lawless spirit which is so 
rampant in Chicago is bearing its fruit. 

THE BOY’S ACCOUNT 
of the shooting was that he had been sent by 
ove of the employes at Gage Bros. & Co.’s to 
deliver some coliars at a Chinese laundry on 
the corner of Clark and Madison streets. An- 
other boy, whose name he did pot know, joined 
him, and be waited in tne ballway of No. 138 
Madison street while the other youngster went 
up-stairs. While thus waiting, another boy, 
whom be had never seen before, came down 
the stairs, pulled out a pistol as if to examine 
it, he felt something bit his leg, and that was 
all be knew ot it. He bad never seen the other 
boy before, and would not be able to recognize 
him. There seemed something fishy im the 
story, even to those who had but a few mo- 
ments to question the lad, but he stuck to it, 
and persisted that the shooting was accidental. 
The medical man advised that the wounded boy 
should be conveyed to his home, and according- 
ly a wagon was obtained, the boy was laid ip 
it upon a mattress. and two police officers ac- 
— anied hin to his mother’s residence, No. 
Vest Madison street. 

The truth as to the matter was elicited by a 
reporter of Tue TRIBUNE later in the day. It

which goes far to [show that the Trades-Union 
-jdea that the murder of anybody who will work 
for less than the “‘regular’’ wages is perfectly 
justifiable, and indeed ~ meritorious, has 
taken deep root. ‘The boy was shot by 
one of his former companions simply be- 
cause he continued to do his work when 
the other boys quit,—a development of Molly- 
Maguireism almost startling when it is consid- 
ered that the parties concerned are all children, 
or the next thing to it. 

The boy, Thomas Rowbottom, who was shot 
js a little over 14 years of age, and .is a brigbt, 
smart lad for his years. is mother is a widow 
in poor circumstances and having a family. The 
boy has always been extremely well behaved, 
this being the unanimous testimony of his em- 
ployers and all who knew him. For the last 
three ee or so he has been emploved as an 

boy by Gage Bros. & Co., of Wabash av- 
enue. There were some five or six other bors 
employed by the firm in the same capacity, Row- 
bottom having been longer with them than any 
of the others. Monday last the bovs 
got up a petition to the firm asking for more 
wages. The immediate occasion of this was the 
employment by Gage Bros. of a new boy as 
elevator boy, to whom they paid rather higher 
wages than were received by the others. Ten 
days before this a boy named Jobn Hanrahan. 
16 years of age. had been taken on, and he “a

prepared the document, which set forth that 
they wanted a dollara week more, or, in de- 
fault, would quit, and 
THIS ALL THE BOYS SIGNED, 


Rowbottom last. The latter stated afterwards 
that he did not mean to quit, and only signed 
because his folks were poor, and he thought an 
extra dollar would help them out. The end of 
the matter was that, with the exception of Kow- 
bottom, all the boys quit work, pew ones being 
enuaged to fill their places, and this gave rise 
to the incipient tragedy. 

So far the affairwas almost laugbable,—half 
&@ dozen errand-boys striking for a dollara week 
advance jn their wages and getting bounced. 
But the sequel was by no means a subject for 
mirth. Whether there was any agreement 
among the discharged boys to obtain revenge on 
Rowbottom does not appear, but it is 
scarcely probable that the result would bave 
been what it was unless some such agreement 
had been reached. With a noble fortitude 
waich cannot be too highly characterized, the 
wounded jad insists that these troubles. had 
nothing to do with the shooting, but, though he 
taiked thus bravely to the reporters, the doc- 
tor, and the police, he told bis mother that the 
reason he could not say it was done purposely 
was because 
HIS ASSAILANT’S MOTHER WAS A POOR WOMAN, 
and he did not want to cause her any trouble. 

From the mother and the family and from an 
employe of Gage Bros. who visited the wound- 
ed boy, and to whom be spoke somewhat freely, 
the real facts as to the shooting were ob- 
tained. Rowbottom left the house wiere he 


was employed to deliver the arcel, as 
be stated, and on his way wee joined 
by Hanrahan, who spoke to him in a 


friendly way. and said: “Ihave got a regul 
daisy of a pistol; look at it.’ The lad daly. "i 
mired the piece ‘of artillery, one of the miser- 
able little popguns with which any boy who 
can save or steal $2 can at any time equip him- 
self, and the two. journeyed toward Rowbot- 
tom’s déstination.

A BOSTON CASE. 


The Powers of Justices of the Peace. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Boston, April 16.—Judge Endicott, of the 
Supreme Court, gave a very important decision 
yesterday, which curtails the powers of Justices 
of the Peace. The case on trial was that of a 
man who petitioned for a writ of habeas corpus. 
He was summoned to appear before a Justice 
of the Peace to give his deposition in a case 
pending in the Superior Court, application havy- 
ing been made to the Magistrate by the attorney 
for the defendant in that case. The ground of 
the application was that the witness was about

to leave the State, not intending 
to return in time for the trial 
of the case. Service was made upon the peti- 


tioner, but he did not appear. After waiting 
an hour, the Justice issued a capias for the ar- 
rest of the witness, and he was brought before 
the Magistrate. The witness, under advice of 
counsel, declined to be sworn and to testify, and 
the Magistrate, having taken testimony and de- 
cided that he was duly summoned and intended 
to leave the State, sentenced him for contempt 
to fourteen days’ imprisonment. He was ac- 
cordingly committed, and made this applica- 
tion for his release.. The petitioner con- 
tended that he was iliegally de- 
tained, in that proper fees had not 
been tendered him when summoned as a wit- 
ness; thathe had no intention of leaving the 
State; and that the Magistrate had no authority 
under the statutes to commit for contempt. 
The Judge reviewed the statutes, and founa no 
authority under the circumstances for this case 
in aJustice of the Pedce to commit for con- 
tempt, and the petitioner upon this ground was 
discharged.

HAZEN-STANLEY. 


Testimony in the Pending Investigation in 
New York. 
Syecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Yor«, April 16.—There was some unu- 
sually interesting testimony in the Hazen-Stan- 
ley Court-Martial to-day. The statement of 
¢ien. Alexander McDowell McCook yesterday 
with regard to Gen. Hazen’s position at the 
pattie of Shiloh is now followed by evidence 
equally damaging to the accused officer. 

Gen. McCook testified: “Saw Gen. Hazen in 
the rear of my division some time before 12 
o'clock. He was alone and on foot, and ap- 
proaching me. I asked him what he was doing. 
He said he had iost his brigade. I 
told him where he could find it. 
Hie brigade must have been beyond Gen. 
Crittenden’s division. I do not know what 
direction he took after that. There was no 
efiemy, so far as I could see, between Gen. 
Hazen and his brigade. The battle was in 
progress when I saw him. I noticed nothing 
éspecially about Gen. Hazen’s appearance. He 
didn’t seem wounded. I think he told me his 
brigade had been cut to pieces, although I am 
not positive as to that. I was very busily 
engeged when I saw him.” 

This morning the veteran Gen, Thomas J. 
j Wood, who still limps from the wound received 
at Stone River, testified that he was engaged in 
the battle of Shiloh near its close. His division 
arrived at Savannah about daybreak, Monday, 
April 7, 19$2. He received frequent messages 
from Gens. Grant and Buellto hurry up his 
forces as fast as possible, and started 
for Pittsburg Landing. On the way up many 
stragglers were seen along the river banks. He, 
with bis staff, pushed ahead and found Gen. 
Buell. Hesaw Gen. Hazen at Shiloh. Ashe 
rode up the bank from the boat, Gen. Gillem, 
riding at his left, called his  atten- 
tion to Gen. Hazen, saying, ‘“ Yon- 
der is Hazen.” Gillem rode off, and 
spoke to Hazen. Witness did not speak to him. 
A battle was in progress at the time. Witness 
subsequently ascertained that Gen. Nelson’s 
division, to which Gen. Hazen velonged, was at 
that time on the extreme left of the Army of 
the Ohio, and that it was the first that morning 
to open the battle by attacking the enemy’s ex- 
treme right. 

At the battle of Pickett’s Mill witness ordered 
Hazen to organize his brigade, and drive ahead 
upon the enemy. Afterward witness rode over 
to the edge of the field as near the enemy's 
works as he could get, when he saw 
Gen. Hazen coming down the Pickett’s Miil 
road from the direction of the rear. 
Gen. Hazen’s brigade was then under fire, and 
his adyance line and skirmishers were close up 
in front of the enemy’s works. When he first 
saw Hazen witness was much nearer the enemy 
than Hazen was, being between him and the 
enemy, 

Gen. Wood was then questioned about the 
monument erected on the Stone River battle- 
field by order of Gen. Hazen. ‘The inscription 
says it was erected to commemorate the men of 
Hazen’s brigade who fell there. Objec- 
tion being raised, Gen. Stanley said he 
proposed to show that by = erecting 
this monument on a spot where no 
soldiers of Hazen’s brigade had ever fallen, 
Hazen stamped himselt an impostor as charged 
by his account. Gen. Wood then testified 
that ne did not believe any of Hazen’s men fell 
where the monument was erected, as that posi- 
tion was held by witness’ own troops during the 
battle. Hesaid: ‘The erection of the monu- 
ment created a good deal of feeling among the 
soldiers who served under me. If anv portion 
of Hazen’s brigade got on the ground occupied 
by the monument, it was substantially after the 
battle was over.’’ 

The examination did not shake Gen. Wood. 
He had been as delicate as possidie in his 
implications, but when agked directly, 
be replied that Hazen, to the best of 
bis recollection, had no sword when witness saw 
him at Shiloh, and that he was surprised at 
Hazen’s being on the river-bank where there 
were plenty of other officers besides. 

At Pickett’s Mill, too, he was surprised to see 
Hazencome from the direction he did, as his 
roops were in front of the epemy. 

The interest was completed by the testimony 


of Col. Dan Bowman, Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the Ninety-third Ohio, one regiment of 


Hazen’s brigade at Pickett’s Mill. ‘The 
brwade was ordered to attack,’ he 
said, “and moved to the front. The 


men were heing cut down, and were under 
lire about thirty minutes, when the uselessness 
of remaining there became apperent. Several 
efforts were made to find the commanding offi- 
cer of the brigade without success.”? 

Witness then said he would take the responsi- 


bility of ordering the brigade back to 
& less exposed position, and withdrew 
the gmen a quarter of a mile to the 


rear, where they halted in a ravine. He 
then reported to Gen. Wood what he had done 
in the absence of Gen. Hazen. After they had 
reached the ravine, witness recognized Gen. 
Hazen going off to the right. Gen. Hazen was 
dismounted. The enemy was on our left. When 
witness saw Hazen, Hazen was passing be- 
hind a tree. Witness looked at the tree 
and it was impressed upon his mind that it was 
avery large tree. Gen. Hazen was then 300 
yards in the rear of the point of attack made by 
the brigade. 
_The Judge-Advocate—“ What position was 
Gen. Hazen occupying with regard to that 
tree?” 

Witness—“ Do you want my impression or 
conclusion as to what he was doing there? ” 

Judge Advocate-—-I want the facts seen by 


you.”

DEBATE ON THE CHINESE, 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Ortawa, April 16.—On the assembling of the 
House of Commons to-day, Mr. De Cosmos 
moved that the petition of Noah Shakspeare, 
and others residing in British Columbia, on the 
Chinese question, the full text of which -has 
already appeared in THe TRrsung, be referred 
to a committee who should report on the 
same, and generally on Chinese Jabor 
aud .immigration. as it affects the 
Dominion. Mr. De Cosmos supported 
the motion in a long anti-Chinese speech. He 
went over all the grievances complained of by 
the petitioners, and said the hostility against 
the Chinese was not confined to small, ignorant 
classes, as some imagined. These rascally 
hordes which were infesting the country sacri- 
ficed every feeling dear to civilized peo- 
ple. They were pagans who vio- 
lated the Sabbath and “ill-used their 
women, Their earnings in British Columbia 
were sent to China, and thus Canada lost annu- 


Francisco papers, showing that the Chinese were 
forcing themselves into Australia, Victoria, and 
the Sandwich Islands, as well as to the territory 
of America on the Pacific Coast, and that 
all these countries were in favor of their exclu- 
sion. He quoted at length from a report pre- 
sented to the Senate of California two years 
azo by a committee of that body in 
opposition to Chinese immigration. In the 
State. of Calilornia there were  1,000,- 
000 subjects of China, of whom only 
3,000 were females, held in slavery for the 
basest purposes, for the Chincse seldom married 
in their country. He said if Chinese immigra- 
tion was not stopped the United States and 
Canadian territory would ultimately be overrun 
with Chinamen. He held that this matter was 
exclusively under our own control, an{l urged 
that repressive measures be adopted at once. 

Sir John A. Macdonald said the question was 
one which was not only of interest to Canada 
but to the whole continent. He had no objec- 
tion to the Special Committee asked for. The 
Committee should be carefully selected, and 
the subject carefully and impartially inquired 
into. 

Mr. Bunster, of Victoria, British Columbia, 
seconded the motion, and dwelt at length upon 
the evils attending Chinese immigration. 

Mr. Thompson, of Cariboo, spoke in support 
of the motion. The Hon. Messrs. Mackenzie, 
Mills, and Huntington spoke against the mo- 
tion, maintaining that it was not creditable |to 
this Country to attach odium toa particular 
portion of the world with whom the mother 
country had business relations, and, moreover, 
Canada Was not competent to deal pith the 
question, or to exclude the Chinese from this 
country. 

Scriver thought the House should not be ob- 
livious to the importance this question had as- 
sumedin the United States, where the anti- 
Chinese law narrowly escaped being passed over 
the President's veto, 

acDonpell said he could not agree with any 
proposition that would exclude the Chinese, or 
the people of any other country from the 
Dominion. The greater the variety of people 
we possessed, the better for the country. 

The motion was then carried. 


CATTLE. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 
Otrawa, April 16.—Some time ago the Hon. 
Dr. Christie, President of the American Snhort- 
Horn Breeders’ Association, called a meeting of 
the Directors of that Association to be held in 
this city to-morrow. The object of this meet- 
ing was to advise as to the best 
method to be adopted in order to 
prevent the spread of pleuro-pneumonia and 
similar contagious diseases affecting cattle. Dr. 
Christie’s idea has been that a Veterinary Com- 
mission of six members, three from Canada and 
three from the United States; should be ap- 
pointed for the purpose of dealing with this 
question, |On the outbreak of the disease, if 
found necessary, they would draw a cordon 
sanitaire across the continent from north to 
south, which might be taken Cconjecturally to 
be marked out by the line of the Allegheny 


Mountams, Coming to that line, all cattle 
from the West would have to be 
uploaded and carefully inspected before 


going further eastward, and would then he 
placed on board such cars only as had been in- 
spected, cleaned, and disinfected. if necessary, 
in an effective manner under scientific 
direction. The location of this line would 
be recommended to the Federal Government. 
Some of the Directors are out of the 
country at the present time, and a meeting will 
hardly be secured to-morrow. In that event, a 
memorial signed by the Directors will probably, 
be drawn up, as has ~béen ,. suggested 
by some of the American Directors. An- 
other meeting may be _ called about the 
Dr. Christie, this morning, re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Stevens, editor of the 
Kentucky Live-Stock Journal, suggesting the 
date mentioned, and saying that, as a great deal 
of futerest was manifested in that section, a 


large attendance might be expected.

M’VICKER’S, 

Edwin Booth’s Richard J1J. is one of his 
strongest roles. Intellectual vigor and moral 
depravity are the fundamental elements of the 
character. For such personations—as shown in 
his Jago, no less than in that ‘under considera- 
tion—Mr. Booth shows a capacity of grasp un- 
approached by anv actor upon the stage. When 
last in this city, some eighteen months ago, it 
will be remembered he discarded the Colley 
Cibber version of the play, and, for the first 
time we belicve, he appeared in the original 
historical tragedy of “ Richard LI.” by Shak- 
spearé, with, of course, some necessary elimina- 
tion of lengthy speeches which would be exces- 
sively tedious in a stage representation. It was 
an experiment. Playgoers had become familiar 
with the coarse, bloody butcher of Cibber, 
and the smooth, smiling, and polished vil- 
lainy of this son of the Plantagencts, 
as represented by Booth, was a revelation 
which in this city was, and throughout the coua- 
try has been, universally praised. We have to 
thank Mr. Booth for the retention of the scene 
with Clarence and his murderers, inasmuch as 
Mr, Milnes Levick, who personates the unfortu- 
nate Duke, was afforded last night an oppor- 
tunity for one of the most effective bits of act- 
ing throughout the performance. The part is a 
minor one, and, as things go, we might expect 
it to be in the bands of an inferior actor, who 
would mouth away the beauties of the unfor- 
tunate prisoner’s dream. Mr. Levick delivered 
the lines with an appreciation of their meaning 
that carried terror to the souls of those within 
the compass of bis voice. His appeals to his 
murderers were touching in their tenderness, 
and the death, without a trace of extravagant 
action, was an artistic achievement. Mr. T. W. 
Keene, as might have been expected, rendered 
admirably the Zari of R chmond. 

As represented by Booth, the Duke of G’oster 
is more in accord with history and probability. 
He is not the sanguinary Aichard of stave tra- 
dition, but a man bold and treacherous, restless 
and impetuous, a fawning courtier, a daring 
statesman, or an active soldier upon occasion. 
The actor almost succeeds in sinking bis individ- 
uality in the distinctness of the picture. His 
walk, his nervous action, the play of his hands, 
eyes, and features,—all combine to indicate the 
workings of the mind and-the ambition of the 
soul. His make-up is not the least artistic part 
of the performance. In the courtship seene he 
woos more as the lover than the actor. That in 
which Margaret upbraids the courtiers and 
curses Ziichard ip admirably managed. His 
feigned sympathy for Clarence’s death, his 
sorrow at| the loss of the King, bis 
request for the blessing of his mother, and, 
upon its delivery, the irony infused into the 
line, ** And die a good old man,’’ were master- 
pieces in the way of hypocrisy. Perhans the 
actor was at his best in the scene with the citi- 
zens wherein he is offered the Crown of En- 
gland. His bearing, his looks, his hesitating 
step as he enters, prayer-book in hand, between 
two holy men, his assumed piety and horrified 
astonishment when heis proffered the g)ittering 
bauble, the gloating expresgion of sullen de- 
light as they depart upon his apparent re- 
luctant acceptance, and his fall upon 
the veck of Buckingham with an  ex- 
ultant chuckle,—the whole scene, an exhi- 
bition of stage art and dramatic intuition 
rarely witnessed, is fittingly closedas he, re- 
membering the two holy men in waiting, in- 
stantly recovers bis prayer-book and mutters, 
‘* Let’s to our holy work again.”’ Perhaps he is 
a little too pantomimicin the council-chamber

THE PRATT SYMPHONY CONCERT. 

It was a happy thought of Mr. Pratt to end 
his series of concerts with the Italian symphony 
of Mendelssohn, the one in A, op. 90, for, ff ever 
there was an Easter symphony or a spring sym- 
bol, it is this joyous and buovant work, which 
Mendelssohn has left us as asouvenir of his Italian 
travel. It is of the same general character of 
picture-music as Schumann’s = ‘Rhenish,”’ 
though it is not possessed of the fineness of de- 
tail which characterizes the “Rhenish.”’ It was 
composed during bis visit to Italy in 1881, and is 
of about the same date as his ‘ Walpurgis 
Night,’’ the “Hebrides Overture,” and the 
“Scotch Symphony,” and was first pro- 
duced at a London Philharmonic concert, 
May 13, 1833, upon acommission of that Society, 
which purchased the score. The opening move- 
ment (Allegro Vinace) records the feelings with 
which be entered Italy on his way from the 
Alps to Rome, and is specially noticeable for its 
bright, cheerful character and the peculiar re- 
finement which pervades it. The second move- 
ment (Andante con Moto), written at Naples, and 
sowetimes called the * Pilgrim’s March,” will 
always be a favorite for the ve sage * of tts sub- 
jects and its delicious harmooy. 1¢ third (Con 
Moto Moderato), which takes the place of the 
Scherzo, and is very fresi and piquant in style, 
is said by some of his critics to have been inter- 
polated from some of hisearlicr works. At 
least it was written at a much earlier 
date than the rest of the symphony, and the 
commencement, which bas qa strong resemblance 
to Mozart, shows that Mendelssohn, like Kee- 
thoven and others, st times went back to the 
original source. The finale (Saltareilo and 
Presto) was written in Rome, and the very title 
which Mendelssohn has given it indicates that 
it was inspired by the Carnival. The Sa’tare'/o, 
which is made up of three themes, two of them 
Sa’tareios and the third a 7arantil/la, bas been 
played here so often as to become familiar. It 
is one of the most characteristic numbers of the 
composer, and one which will always charm. 
This is true of the whole work, for it is, what 
Mendelssohn himself called it, “The gayest 
thing I have ever written.”’ Its performance 
was the best feature of the programme, though 
it was marred by the bad tune onthe brass siac, 
and the closing movement was taken too slow.

PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 


The Anviversary of His Death the Occasion 
of Walt Whitman's First Lecture. 
New York World. April 15. 

Last evening Walt Whitman, the well-known 
native poet, appeared for the first time as a pub- 
lic lecturer on the platform of Steck’s Hall, No. 
11 East Fourteenth street. Mr. Whitman was 
dressed in a suit of whitish gray. His long, full 
beard and flowing hair are snow-white, but his 
face has the ruddy glow of health. After re- 
minding bis audience of the public conditions 


which preceded the Civil War, he recited bis 
recollections of Abraham Lincoln as follows: 

In the hight of ail this chaos, hovering on 
the edge at first and then merged in its very 
midst, appears a strange and awkward figure. | 
shall not easily forget the first time ] ever saw 
Abraham Lincoln. It was a pleasant afternoon 
as he arrived bere from the West, to remain a 


few hours and then pass on to his inauguration. 
He came down from Canal street to the Astor 
House. The broad spaces, sidewalks, and streets 
were crowded with masses of people. The om- 
nibuses and other vehicles had been turned off, 
leaving an upusual hush. Presently two or three 
shabby hack barouches made their way witb 
some difficulty through the crowd and drew up 
at the Astor House entrance. A tall figure 
stepped out of the centre of these barouches, 
paused leisurely on the sidewalk, looked up at 
the dark granite walls and looming architecture 
ofthe grand old hetel, then, after a relieving 
stretch of arms and legs, turned round for a 
minute to stowly and good-humoredly scan 
the appearance of the vast and silent crowds. 
There were no speeches, no compliments, no 
welcome, as far asI could hear,—not a word 
said. Stil!, much anxiety was concealed in that 
quiet. Cautious persons had feared some 
marked insult or indignity to the President- 
elect, for be possessed no personal popularity 
at all in New York City, and very little political. 
But it was evidently tacitly agreed that if the 
new political supporters of Mr. Lincoin present 
would entirely abstain from any demonstration 
on their side, the immense majority, who were 
anything but supporters, would abstaia on their 
side also. ‘The result was a sulky, unbroken 
silence, such as certainly sever before charac- 
terized so great a New York crowd. 

Almost in the same neigbbornood | distinctly 
remembered seeing Lalayette on his visit to 
America in 182. 1 had also. personally seen 
and beard how Andrew Jackson, Ciay, Webster, 
Hungarian Kossuth, Filibusterer Walker, the 
Prince of Wales on his visit, and other celebres, 
native and foreign, bad been welcomed there 
at various times,—all that-indescribable buman 
roar and magnetism, unlike any other sound in 
the universe, the glad, exultiug thunder-shouts 
of countiess unloosed throats of men. But on 
this occasion not a voice, not a sound. 

From the top of an omnibus (driven up one 
side and blocked by the curbstone and crowds) | 
bad a capital view of it all, and especially of Mr. 
Lincoln, his look and gait, his perfect compos- 
ure and coolness, bis vousual and uncouth 
hight, his dress of coinplete black, stovepipe hat 
pusbed back on the head, his dark-brown com- 
plexion, seamed and wrinkled yet canny-look- 
ing face, his black, bushy head of hair, dispro- 
portionately long neck, and bis bands held be- 
hind as he stood observing the people. He 
looked with curiositv upon that immense sea of 
faces, and the sea of faces returned the look 
witn similar curiosity. in both there was a dash 
of comedy, almost farce, sucn as Shakspeare 
pats in his blackest tragedies. The crowd that 
hemmed around consisted, | should think, of 
30,000 to 40,000 men, not a single one his per- 
sonal friend, while | have no doubt (so frenzied 
were the ferments of the time) many an assae- 
sin’s knife and pistol lurked- in bip or breast 
pocket there, ready as soon as break and riot 
came. 

But no break or riotcame. The tall figure 
gave another relieving stretch or two of arms 
and legs, then with moderate pace, and accom- 
panied by a few unkoown-looking persons, 
ascended the portico-steps of the Astor House, 
disappeared through its broad entrance, and the 
dumb sbow ended. : 

l saw Abrabam Lincoln often in the four years 
following that date. He changed rapidly and 
much during his Presidency, but this scene and 
him in it are indelibly stamped upon my recol- 
lection. As I sat on the top of the omnibus, 
and had a good view of him, the thought, dim 
and incboate then, has since come out clear 
enough that four sorts of genius, tour mighty 
and primal hands, will be needed to the com- 
plete limning of this man’s future portrait,— 
the eyes, and brains, and finger-touch of Plu- 
tarch, and A’schylus, and Michael Angelo, as- 
sisted by Rabelais. 

Of the actual murder of President Lincoln, 
though so much has been written, probably the 
facts are yet very indefloite in most persons’ 
miods. 

the day, April 14, 1865, seems to have been a 
pleasant one throughout the whole land,—the 
moral atmosphere pleasant too. ‘he 


doubt, and gloom, over aud ended at last by 
the sunrise of such an absolute national victory 
and utter break-down of Secession,—we almost 
doubted our own senses! Early herbage, early 
flowers were out. EF remember where I was 
stopping at the time there were many lilacs in 
full bloom. By one of those caprices that give 
tinge to events without being at all a part of 
them I find myself always reminded of the great 
tragedy of that day by the sight and color of 
these blossoms. 

But I must not dwell on accessories. The 
deed hastens. The popular afternoon paper of 
Washington, the little Hvening Star, had spat- 
tered all over its third page, divided among the 
advertisements in a sensational manoer in a 
hundred different places, ‘‘The President and 
his lady will be at the theatre this evening.” 
Lincoln was fond of the theatre. I have myself 
seen him there several times. 1 remember 
thinking how funny it was that he, in some re- 
spects the gooey Benne in the stormiest drama 
known to real bistory’s stage through cen- 
turies, should sit there and be so completely 
interested and absorbed in those buman jack- 
straws moving about with their silly little 
gestures, foreign spirit, and flatulent text. 

On this oceasion the theatre was crowded, 
many ladies in rich and gav costumes, officers 
in their usiforms, — well-known citiz<ns, 
young folks, the usual clusters of gas-lights, 
the usual magnetism of so many people, cheer- 
ful with perfumes, music of violins and flutes— 
and over all and saturating all, that vast vague 
wonder, victory—tbe nation’s victory, the 
triumph of the Union—filling the air, the 
thought, the sense, with exhilaration more 
than all music and perfume. 

The President came betimes, and with his 
wife witnessed the play from the large stage- 
boxes of the second tier, two thrown into one 
and profusely draped with the national flag. 
There is a scene in the play representing a mod- 
ern parlor, in which two unprecedented English 
ladies are informed by an impossible Yankee 
that he is not a man of fortune, and, therefore, 
undesirable for marriage-catching purposes; 
after which, the comments being finished, the 
dramatic trio make exit, leaving the stage clear 
fora moment.

THE ARMY BILL. 
DEBATE IN THE SENATE. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasuineron, D. C., April 16.—This was 
emphatically Massachusetts’ day in the Senate. 

Senater Hoar’s sharp and most. effective qucs- 
tioning of Beck, resulting in the serious dis- 
comfiture of the latter, was followed by Dawes 
in one of the strorgest speeches yet made in 
this debate. No Senator has been more gener- 
ally or warmly congratulated by the Republic- 
aus than be was whet be closed. He spoke for 
an bour and a hall with only occasional refer- 
_ences to brief notes. The general comment 


_ upon it to-night is that it was by far the best 


speech be has yet made in Congress. 


To-day’s debate was 60 disastrous to 
the Democrats that many of their 
leading men already express alarm at 


the serious turn the discussion is taking. They 
are anxious that it should terminate 
ie AS SPEEDILY AS POSSIBLE, 
and Senator Withers, in response to numerous 
appeals, gave notice just prior to the adjourn- 
ment of his purpose to ask for a vote upon the 
bill a week from to-morrow. But it is doubtful! 
whether he will be able to subdue the ardor of 
the large number of ambitious Democratic Sen- 
ators who have determined to make speeches, 
and it is not believed that the discussion can be 
comdressed within the limited period Mr. Witb- 
ers desires. The Republicans court the fullest 
discussion of the questien at issue, being satis- 
fied that it will result to their advantage. 
Senator’Beck, who occupied the attention of 
the Senate for two more bours to-day, consum- 
ed the greater part of that time in reading copi- 
ous extracts from 
MACAULAY, BURKE, AND OTHER ENGLISH WRIT- 
ERS, 
on the sundry conflicts between the Commons 
of Engiand and the King. When he came to 
that portion wherein he described the causes 
that Jed Charles the First and the Earl of 
Strafford to the block he cxultingly declared 
that they had lost their beads for opposing the 
wishes of the people’s representatives. Mr. 
Beck adroitly refrained from making 
any application of these historical prece- 
dents, or even indicating their relationship 
to the Army bill, yet no one will be at a loss to 
understand his meaning. He was even more 
emphatic than yesterday in repelling the charge 
that his party was engaged in a revolutionary 
undertaking, but, as if to make his inconsist- 
ency more flagrant, he 
Bee] JUSTIFIED THE BLOODY MEANS 
which had been employed in England by the 
Parliament of Charles 1. to accomplish its 
ends. | 
Mr. Beck’s frank and candid manner, how- 
ever, did not permit him to finish his speech 
without making another admission, for which the 
Republicans will thank him. It referred to the 
constitutional amendments, which the Kentucky 
Senator in the strong, terse sentences so char- 
acteristic’ of bim, declared had been ratified 
through revolutionary methods. Having gone 
thus far, and fearing thatif he was allowed to 
remain upon his feet much longer he would [ol- 
low this up with more damaging declarations, 
the Democrats in his immediate vicinity whis- 
pered to him that 
_ HEB HAD SAID ENOUGH,

and well-ordered exposition of the Republican 
case. That portion of his speech in regard to 
the return of the South, and the boast of its 
representatives that they intended to wipe out 
the war legislation, and in regard to the effect 
of the rifle clubs and tissue-ballots, was ren- 
dered still more emphatic by Wade Hampton 
appearing in the very middle of it, and Mr. 
Dawes yielding in accordance with a private re- 
quest to have Hampton sworn in. Hampton 
immediately walked into the chamber, 
and as he did so at once became 
the centre of attention. Senator Batier 
then formally announcea that his colleague 
had arrived, and was prepared to take the oath 
of office.

SENATOR HAMPTON,

BECK PROCEEDS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WasuincrTon, D. C., Avril 16.—In the Senate, 
consideration was resumed of the Army bill, 
and Mr. Beck continued his speech. He read 
the resolation beretofore offered by Mr. Hoar 
denouncing the alleged Democratic programme 
as unconstitutional and revolutionary, and then 
eaid the Democrats were not proposing either to 
coerce the President or to prevent the President 
from coercing them. Nor were they setting up 
revolutionary measures or endeavoring to pass 
acts which would deprive the President from 
using the army for constitutional purposes. All 
they proposed to do, as would be seen by the 
sixth section of the bill, was to say to the Presi- 
dent he sould not recall the troops from the 
frontier, or where they were placed to prevent 
an invasion from abroad, to be used merely for 
political purposes, and that, while the courts 
were open and all the judicial machinery 


working in barmopy with them, he 
should not use the troops ex- 
cept on the call of the Governor 


or Legislature of a State in an emergency con- 
tempiated by the’ Constitution, nor should he 
use troops against the public will. The Demo- 
cratsfurther said the money of the paxpayers 
should not be so expended as to enable the 
President to use troops for political purposes. 
If this, Mr. Beck said, was revolution, let Sena- 
tors make the most of it. The Republicaos, Mr. 
Beck said, had threatened to appeal to the peo- 
ple against the Democrats’ action, but the Dem- 
ocrats 
WOULD ALSO APPEAL 

to the peopie whose States could keep pace with 
their own militia, Marshals, and Sheriffs with- 
out Federal intervention from Washington. and 
without Marshals, Deputy Marshals, and Super- 
visors, no matier bow immaculate they might 
be, from John Davenport down. 

Mr. Beck retorted upvn the Republicans 
the charge of revoiutionary action by 
reterring to the law of ’68, which 
be said, was so framed that acts of 
Congress declared by any Circuit Court of the 
United States null and voiil Were sustained un- 
less two-thirds of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court should agree in pronouncing them. uncon- 
stitutional. He also referred to the manner iu 
which the Thirteenth Amendment, abolisaing 
slavery, was ratified, as affording anuther exam- 
pie of Republican revoluiion. He quoted nu- 
merous precedents to show that it was not unu- 
sual to attach legislation on general appropria- 
tion bills. Among them it was seen that the 
Jaw relating to Supervisors and Deputy Mar- 
shals was enacted on an appropriation bill by a 
Republican Congress, and that the celebrated 
Drake amendment, which annulled the decisions 
ot the Supreme Court, was made part of an. ap- 
propriation bill. 

In the conciusion ot his remarks, he said the 
history of Republican rule showed it to be the 
duty of the Democrats to curtail the military 
power of the country. 

MR HOAR 


said that the Senator from Kentucky yesterday 
stated ihat his reason for addressing the Senate 
was to reply to the charge made by him (Hoar). 
The Senator had touched on many topies,. but 
bad avoided with great care to answer the charge 
regarding previous utterances in the Senatc. 
Tat Senator had complained that he was 
charged with being revolutionary because of a 
purpose to repeai or revise a certain section of 
the Revised Statutes with regard to the use of 
the army. Now, said Mr.| Hoar, no one bal 
characterized such a purpose as revolutionary, 
because general legislation had been attached to 
appropriation bills a thousand times. ‘The Sen- 
ator had declared thatif the President did not 
sign a bill of which he disapproved he would re- 
fuse to make the appropriations necessary to 
carry on the Government. The question which 
he (Hoar) wished to put was ttis: Did the Sen- 
ator now stand by this position, or did he aban- 
ag Did he stand by the declaration, or back 
out 

Mr. Beck replied he had no more right to 
assume that the President would refuse to sign 
a bill than the Senator from Massachusetts. He 
had no knowledge of the Presideni’s vicws ou 
the subject, but he had in every speech he made 
expressed his belief that the Président

as he ought todo. What he did say toward the 
adjourment of the late Copgress was that the 
Democratic conferees on the two bills that failed 
seemed to agree, aud he agreed with them, that 
if an extra session must bé called, much as it 
was regretted, the very momeéntit was called 
the cominittees of both Houses would be orvan- 
ized, and separate bills would be framed and 
passed as soon as possible, asking the President 
to agree with the representatives of the States 
and people. These biils would provide that 
armed soldiers should pot/be allowed to ap- 
proach the polls for the mére purpose of keep- 
ing the peace; that there should be an bonest 
jury obtained in the courts of the United States 
in all cases where the -rights and liverties 
of citizens were involved, and that the States 
should be allowed to conduct their own elections 
in their own way, free from all Federai inter- 
ference. He further said on that occasion, 
when these laws were submitted to the Presi- 
dent for his approval, as they would be, and ap- 
proved by them, the present Congress wouid, 
in his opinion, pass every a,propriatuon bill 
and adjourn. If, however, the President, in the 
excrcise of the power vested in him, should see

THESE SAME AMENDMENTS 

would again be made — of appropriation bills, 
and it would be for the Presideut to determine 
whether be would biock the wheels of the gov- 
ernment, and refuse to accept the necessary ap- 
propriations, rather than allow the represent- 
atives of the peopie to repeal odious laws which 
they regard as subversive of tb rights and 
privileges. He also said at thattime, whether 
that course Was right or wrong, it would be 
adopted, ana no doubt adhered to, no matter 
what happened to the Appropriation pill. 

Mr. Hoar arose, when Mr. Beck told him to 
keep his seat, to sit down until be was through 
with what he had tosay. He said the languayve 
of the Senator from Massachusetts was almost 
impertinent, He bad never threatened the 
President. He had said the Democrats would 
tender bills to the President fairly and honest- 
ly, and he yhought the President would sign 
them.

There 
shal! be no Post-Office, courts, and army if you 
do pot approve our measures. 

Mr. Beck replied that the difficulty about the 
speech of the Senator from Massachusetts, what 
he did not care to say tiil now, namely, was 

SIMPLY NOT THE TRUTH. 

He never said the Democrats would block the 
wheels of the Government if the President 
thought fit to veto the bill in the exercise of his 
power. What he said at the last session was to 
show what would follow if the Senate should 
refuse to assert to the amendments of the 
House to the two bills which tailed to become 
laws. He never uttered the words the Senator 
from Massachusetts endeavored to put into his 
mouth. What he said was to induce the Sen- 
ate to recede, and rot force an extra session. 
Tbe Senator from Massachusetts was trying to 
make it appear that he (Beck) would reluse to 
pass the Appropriation bills if the President 
should not approve the business presented to 
him. The Senator was trying to make a false 
impression. 

Mr. Hoar remarked that he did not propose to 
be diverted from making his point by plapta- 
tion manners here or elsewhere. 

Mr. Beck—As that remark is so original it 
ought to be noted. 

Mr. Hoar, in reply to Mr. Beck, said that the 
Senator from Kentucky, while heretofore under- 
taking to read from his (Beck’s) speech, omitted 
the essential parts of it. 

Mr. Beck (interrupting) said he had made bis 
final reply. : 

Mr. Hoar remarked that the Senator had to- 
day read from his speech in a tone of voice and 
nfanner which had alarmed nobody. 

Mr. Beck—Read it again. It is a good speech, 
and you can read well. 

Mr. Hoar—The Senator was speaking of the 
purpose of the House in case a majority of the 
Senate refused to accede to certain provisions of 
the House. 

Mr. Beck—And the Senator said I was speak- 
ing of the purpose of the Democrats in case of 
the President’s refusal to approve our bills. 

Mr. Hoar, resuming, said be would not ex- 
tend to the Senator the same treatment he did 
to him by asking him to sit dowp. ‘The purpose 
which the Senator undertook to report from the 
House was twofold. First, what the House 
would do if the Senate disagreed with them 
about a matter of general legislation.

Mr. Dawes referred to the dangerous theory 
of State’s Rights which could be seen underiy- 
ing tuese attempts to deprive the Genera!

chief, 8S. J. Tilden, who afterwards did pot know 
anything about it, jast as he does not know any- 
thing avout everv other political iniquity that 
has been transacted in bis pame and in his 
house.

SILVER BULLION. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasurnoton, D. C., April 16.—.iue Treasury 
Department ior the last two months bas not 
purchased as much silver bullion as usual,, be- 
cause the amount of bullion on hand was im ex- 
cess of the $5,000,000 limit fixed by the 
act of Feb. 27, 1878, providing for the 
coinage of the standard silver dollar 
added to the amount on hand at the 
passage of the act. The excess had grad- 
vally accumulated, and purchases were made 
at very favorable rates, but it was deemed best 
to reduce the amount by coinage to the limit 
fixed by the law, which nas been done. Here- 
after purchases will be made more freely from 
the silver-producing regions. The oniy pur- 
chase of silver bullion made by the Treasury 
to-day was 20,000 ounces for the San Fraacisco 
Mint.

Mr. Young (fenn.), Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Epidemic Diseases, reported a bil! for 
which the Senate joint resolution to the same 
effect was a substitute, relating to the organiza- 
tion of the National Board of Health.

A point of order was made on Mr. Atkins’ 
substitute, which was argued and overruled.

DAMAGED BY WATER AND FIRE. 
The schr Two Fannies, which was discovered 
to bave three anda half feet of water in her 
. hold Tuesday, and wet a portion of her cargo of 
92,030 bu of corn, was towed from her moor- 
ings near the foot of Sonth LaSalle street yes- 
terday morning to the Fulton Elevator, but 
before the work was accomplished another acci- 
dent occurred and resulted in damage to the 
tug Triad, Capt. Eph Wilson. About 7:30 a. m. 
the tug Campbell took a line from the Fan- 
pies, 2nd, after pulling in vain at her 
an hour and not budging ~her 
from the spot where she seemed to be fast, the 
Vriad was called to her assistance, and the two 
tugs succeeded in towing her away from the 
dock. Just as they were passing through the 
couth draw of Clark street bridge sinoke and 
flames came rushing out of the forecastle of the’ 
Triad, Which was at the schooner’s stern at the 
time. The fire burned rapidly, and in a few 
moments Grove Capt. Wilson away from 
the wheel. Linesman Joe Gorman went 
down into the forecastlie to save his 
ercoat and some other garments, and 
had is face slightly scorched by 
the ames. ‘The hose was soon attached to the 
pump, and a stream of water was poured on the 
fire. The tug Johnson steamed down to the 
Triad’s assistanve, and the fire was extinguished 
in afew minutes afterward. The forecastle was 
badly charred, the deck frames burned, and the 
pilot-house damaged considerably. ‘The boiler 
is thought to be injured by the cold water that 
was thrown upon it during the fire. The 
joss is about $300, and is covered by 
insurance, which will be paid as soon 
as a survey is made. The Triad is 
owned by Mr. John McLaughlin, and is now 
moored at the dock near Wells. street bridge. 
The heat from the boiler is supposed to have 
caused the fire.. ~ 
The Campbell towed the Two Fannies to the 
Fulton Elevator, where the work of discharging 
her cargo began at noon, and it will occupy 
until to-day noon to get it out, when the amount 
of wet corn will be ascertained, and the pecu- 
niary loss arrived at. It was believed by vessel 
men and insurance agents yesterday that Tus 
TRIBUNB’S estimate of the Gamage ($2,500. or 
$3,000) is about correct. The cause of the leak 
in the vessel will also be ascertained when the 
cargo is taken out. Messrs. Gunning and Evy- 
erett have been appointed to survey the vessel.

The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad 
is greatly exasperated OM account of a step 
taken by the Chicago Railroad Association of 
General Ticket and Passenger Agents, and there 
is every prospect that this road wili at once 
sever its connection with the Association and 
work its passenger department entirety outsiae 
of it. The trouble arose in this wise: 
About.a month ago the Chicago Railroad 
Association adopted ap iron-clad agreement for 
the regulation of the passenger traffic from 
this city. The principal section of the agree- 
ment, that of doing away With solicitors, run- 
ners, and agepts at depots, hotels, and curb- 
stones, had to be stricken Out,Jowing to the op- 
position of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific. 
This engendered a very bitter feeling, the result 
of which was that the rest of the agreement 
which had been unavimously adopted also 
went to pieces. The result was a fierce 
competition for Southwestern passenger business 
between the various roads leading to South- 
westero points. The Chicago, Kock ‘Island & 
Pacific was particularly active, and emploved a 
scalper by the name of Rbodes to get up excur- 
sions to Denver. One of these excursions, con- 
sisting of about 400 persons, left this city in bis 
charge about three weeks ago. As soon as 
Khodes returned be went to work to get up 
anower excursion. This excursion, with about 
100 persons, was to have left by the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific yesterday morning about 
9 o'clock. Just before the train started a con- 
stable appeared at the depot with a warrant for 
the arrest of Rhodes, which had been sworn out 
by the Chicago Railroad Association, for seiling 

law. Rhodes was 
taken before Justice Summerfield and im- 
mediately released on bail furnished by 
an officer of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pactfic. 
In consequence of this event the train had to be 
stopped about forty-five minutes to give Rhodes 
a chance to go with the excursion. Now the 
officials of the Chicago, Rock Islaud & Pacific 
claim that this action was @ piece of spite-work 
op the part of the Railroad Associa! pn to spoil 
the excursion. Rhodes, they say, quit the 
scalping business about & month ago, and at 
that time the Railroad Association agreed not to 
prosecute Khodes for acts done previous to his 
retirement from business. The arrest of Rhodes 
now on an old charge was a violation of the 
agreement and doubly wrong, because they (the 
Rock Island) were a party to the Railroad 
Association, and contmbuted their share to 
its expense. They say they will no longer 
contribute tothe support of the Association which 
is fighting them in this manner. The members 
of the Railroad Association claim,on the other 
hand, that they were justified in taking the ac- 
tion they did.

Hyrps Parx, April 16.—The statement has 
often been made in my hearing by gentlemen, 
especially by business-men, that they would pre- 
fer astrong government and the restriction of 
the right of suffrage to property-owners to the 
continuance of the present state of affairs under 
a democratic form of government. They have 


intimated that astrong and popular man like Gen. 
Grant, who cou!d control the wealthy portion of 
the people and the military power of the country, 
could bring this change about, and thus hold in 
check the Communistic and rebellious elements 
that now occasion disorder. Oould this change 
be made at the expense of bundreds of thou- 
sands of lives and years of civil war and confu- 
sion, into whose bands would the Government 
be pleced! Out of what material could be 
formed a permanent and strong Government 
that would be preferable to our present povular 
system of government and the continual change 
of officeholders ?; he present ciass of prominent 
leaders and wealthy citizens who would 
be uppermost im the new Government 
are by no means models of virtue. 
Many . have grown rich by enormous 
frauds or by official rascality. They bave con- 
trollel iegnheneee bodies by illegal means, and 
received subsidies and been favored by special 
acts, all showing their lack of principle. Goid 
speculators, railroad manipulators, those who 
control large corporations, and political trick- 
sters, would become the grandees of the new 
empire. Manufacturers of quagk patent-medi- 
cives and frauds oi various kinds. who have 
grown rich and powerful! out of the credulity of 
a pew people would become titled lords. They 
would be more impudent and overbearing than 
the nobility of Russia. The poorer classes, 
however, inculdiug many worthy and respecta- 
ble families, would be rendered more miserable 
and degraded to a life of subjugation, and ruled 
over by this inferior and far less worthy and 
conscientious class who are now numbered 
amoug the rich and influential. Wealth bas 
been, and is now, the standard of respectability 
in the United States. All avenues of preferment 
and society are opened to the wealthy, and 
many closed absolutely to the poorer members 
of the community. The line that would divide 
these two classes would not place the really 
worthy, intelligent, and useful members of svo- 
ciety on the right side. It would require half a 
century to build up a respectable nobility or 
even a ruling class that would be equal to that 
of European nations. Men should stop and 
consider seriously this question before advoca- 
ting a change of this nature.

WHAT REED TOLD STEVENS. 
The Stevens trial is resumed at the usual 
hour, in the presence of a crowd a little under 
size at first, but which swelled gradually as 
the day advanced. The defendant hiimeelf 
again takes the stand, and his direct examina- 
tion is continued from the point where it broke 


off Tuesday. 

“Qn Thursday morning preceding the homi- 
cide,” he says, in answer to Mr. Storrs, * [ 
had the interview with Reed. He told me that 
my wife went to ‘om Andrews’ restaurant on 
the previous Wednesday evening from 8 to 9.” 

“Coming back to the interview which you 
bad with Sampson, please tell all that Sampson 

told you on that occasion.”’ 

“ When 1 left Sampson at his house on the last 
interview, Sampson says, ‘In order toshow you, 
Mr. Stevens, that I am sincere in what I say,— 
that I will have nothing further to do with your 
wife,—I have a meeting Wednesday night which 
[ will not keep.’ I asked him where the meet- 
ing was, and he said he nad better not tell,— 
that it was not a first-class place, and I had bet- 
ter not go. I told this man Reed to see where 
my wife was going that night, and the next 
morning he reported that she had been at Tom 
Andrews’ waiting there from 8 to 9.”’ 

‘Tt was Thursday you got the information?” 

“c Yes.’’ . 

“ Was that the morning you found the let- 
ters?”’ | 

** No, sir; it was gs oe. That was the 
Thursday preceding the homicide. 

“ Did dim ever see your wife with Mr. Boyd?” 

“T saw my wife with Boyd; that is, I can’t 
say I saw her with Mr. Boyd,”

I told him his services 
were not wanted at ajl,—that Iwas perfectly 
able to take care of her; and he followed me 
into Hooley’s, and I told him he had better not 
follow me, and he went back.” :

With 
my fortunes as well as wmisfortunes will I 
come, and I want you to help and aid meif you 
can, and I am certain that yon can easily. I 
am very poor indeed, and I have no assistance, 
and can help myself but little. You know 
& girl can do very little for herself in these 
present times. I grow very discouraged and de- 
spairing at times, but I try to guard against grow- 
ing despondent and low spirited: but Acpe is al- 
most lost. You sav you would like to write me just 
as you feel, and your thoughts. Do, Pete: please 
do. Tell me yourevery thought. Tell me your 
whole mind, so I can see If there is any hope for 
mé. Do, this and you will repay me for anything I 
have done or might dofor you. I have told you 
my thoughts in my letter of New Year's night. If 
you will carefully examine its contents you will 
ascertain just what they are. They can be no 
kinder than they are now. Pete, why not write 
just as youfeel? Donot put on any extra sense 
of feeling. If I could but talk with you, on! how 
happy I would be. Heaven could not concede more. 
Pete, Lam a good girl, and I am true to you as if | 
was in your possession al! the time. Heaven knows 
1 am true, and I will pever do one thing that I think 
you would not be pleased with. Remember that 
you are my Ausband yet, and please, I beg of you, 
don’t do anything that is wrong. 0O God, Pete, 
must we live this way mach longer? Must J live 
this way much longer? I can’t endure it, it is 
too much forme. I have loved you so deariy, and 
found all my happiness in you, that it «ills me to 
be away from jyouin this manner.

Forgive 
me, darling Pete, for all 1 have done. and say I am 
as dear to you as ever, and I will close, saying that 
you are as dear to me as ever, and I am your wife.

“ At any time during your marital relation,” 
asks Mr. Storrs, “did you have any suspicions 
excited in your mind as to the nature of the in- 
fluence of your mother-in-law over your wife!” 
‘* Object,” says Weber. 
‘‘T insist it is competent,” says Storrs, “‘ be- 
cause the party whom he suspected of having 
improper influence with the mother-in-law don’t 
cut any figure here. Suspicions drawn frum 
any source, I think, are legitimate in this case.

law. I want to know why it was that be desired 
that, and whether the fact that she was remaino- 
ing there was in his judgment one that subject- 
ed his wife to improper inofluences,—whether it 
tended to highten the impression that his wife 
kept bad company.” 

“There should be some limitation on the 
proof of facts,’’ says Mills, “and | suggest that 
these are too remote, and not pertinent.” 

‘‘Any influences which his wife’s mother 
might have over ber conduct,” contends Storrs, 
‘‘are admissible. There should be no limitation 
as to the extent of this testimony nor the terri- 
tory which it covers that cap in any degree 
affect the mind of this prisoner as to the con- 
dact of his wife. Suppose that the place where 
this wife was living was one that he knew was 
improver in its character; suppose that it 
should be shown that his wife was living at a 
boarding-house against bis will, and that 


the proprietress of the boarding-house 
was a woman of bad character, and 
Ww likely to exercise an improper 


influence over his wife, and that was connected 
with the fact that he was constantly endeavor- 
ing to withdraw his wife from such surround- 
ings and place her beyond those influences; the 
efforts to withdraw her might certainly be shown 
here, and their failure would go very far to ag- 
gravate the excited condition of the mina.” 
Trade puts a supposititious case in which the 
husband tries to rescue the wife from influences 
which are leading ber to a house of prostitution. 
“The greater the love,” says he, “the greater 
degree of frenzy on his part.” 
The objection is sustained to the question as 
asked, the Court holding that the evidence is 
not competent now. :

THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
“How old ‘ere you?” is Mills’ first question 
on the cross-examivation. Ln response to it and 
others which followed it, the witness goes on to 
say: 
**T am 27 years old. Came to Chicago in 
1869, alone; was then 17. First boarded on 
West Kinzie street, somewhere near the 
—40 something. I lived there until the winter. 
I was working for Spalding & Merrick until six 
months after the fire.’’ 
‘“‘Up to that time had you formed the ac- 
quaintance of any ladies in Chicago?”’ 
“Oh, [ had known some; yes, sir.’’ 
** Did you call npon apy?” 
“1 may.” 
“Where did you next go to work?” 
“For Clark & Edwards. I worked there 
about three months, and left because { obtained a 
position with Judge Fuller. I can prove it by him. 
I worked for him until the latter part of 1872, 
living in a room at one of his houses at Peck 
court. 1 knew some ladies, I think, but not 
more so than other voung men.”’ 
** Were you in the habit in those days of going 
out riding frequently?” 
“* This was before his marriage,’”’ says Storrs, 
** and is not relative.”’ 
“*] submit,” says Mille, “ that anything is 
relative that bears on the question of insanity.” 
“You dou’t contend for a moment,” says 
Storrs, ‘‘ that that bears on the question of jn- 
sanity ‘”’ a 
“I say we are entitled to any peculiar facts 
relating to this claim of insanity,” replies Mills. 
“The foundation of the defense is the alleged 
love of Stevens for his wife. I propose to show 
exactly bow much he loved his wife, and to 
reacb that conciusion by showing his preliminary 
habits as to women, and his habits at the pre- 
cise time of the killing of his wife.”’ 


STORRS IS HEARD FROM. 

“T thought that was where it would land,” 
says Storrs. “It was an adroit and at first 
rather disingenuous effort to get in evidence 
upon an assigned reason when there was another 
motive in point of fact. If the purpose is to 
show any infidelity on the partof Stevens, that is 
not now competent. We are not trying this 
case merely to be smart. There is a duty which 
the prosecution owes the defense, and that is to 
treat the prisoner fairly, to present the case at 
the outset fairly, to present all the case, every 
single syllable of it, andif anv particle of evi- 
dence they now seek to introduce is proper, 
they should have put it if the evidence-in- 
chief.”’ 

** Counsel has taken occasion,” repiies Mill 
“to give me alecture as to my methods. 4 
shall make them correspond with the iaw. [am 
well aware that Mr. Storrs isn’t pleased with 
the programme we have marked out, nor 1s his 
client, but it isa plan that imvolyes the most 
vital element of truthin this case,—involves a 
fact which shows the exact relations between 
this man and his wife; shows the utter absurd- 
itv of this whole plea that there was an insanity 
which was the outgrowth of intense love.” 

He then reads some law on the subject, and 
claims there is no reason why the propused evi- 
dence should appear in the main case. 

“It is very unfortunate,’’ replies Storrs, 
“that we are taking this argument Dy segments, 
for it is only now, at the close of Mr. Mills’ 
speech, that a new ground for the inadmissibil- 
ity of this evidence is presented. 1 propose to 
discuss all the grounds. I claim that the evi- 
dence of familiarity of Stevens with women be- 
fore his marriage is entirely irrelevant, unless 
the gentleman will take the extraordinary posi- 
tion that a fact of that kind,if it can be 


proved to exist, tended to show 
that a& man was sane. That is 
the reductio ad absurdum. He is 


driven now to this curious scientific and psycho- 
logical position: that the evidence of familiarity 
of a prisoner on trial with women before his 
marriage tends to show that he is a sane man, 
and tends to contradict evidence of insanity 
years thereafter based upon special reasons, 
suspicions of his wife’s iniidelitv, exhibited by 
overwhelming excitement and grief. Now, was 
there, logically, ever anything more incoherent 
than that! The fact is, the evidence is not of- 
fered on the question of insanitv. The cases 
cited are all weak because the evidence is offer- 
edon the question of insanity. If it has any 
foundation in fact or in reason, the evidence 
here is offered to show malice, and that is the 
only ground upon which itiscompetent atall. In 
cases of marital homicide committed by the 
husband, evidence of the husband’s bad treat- 
ment of the wife before the homicide is ad- 
missidle as part of the main case, because it 
tends to show malice, and, because that is a part 
of the main case, all the evidence of that char- 
acter should be introduced when they had the 
case.’ : " 

Mr. Storrs resorts to the authorities in sup- 
port of his position. ‘‘I object,” he continues, 
‘*not because we are surprised, but because it 
is out of line. We shai! be surprised ai hardly 
anything. Iam in no condition to be surprised 
at what the learned conunsel will attempt in 
view of what 1 have beard them declare here. I 
shali not feel surprised if their evidence on the 
rebuttal is gone into at anything that some of 
their witnesses may swear to. I am wa 
beyond surprise. Nothing that the experts will 
swear to can surprise me; nothing that Elfelt, 
or Engert, or any of the rest of those men will 
swear to, will surprise me except to find them 
telling the truth.’ 

There are more smiles at this. 

‘“‘ITam not going to be surprised,’’ continues 
Storrs, determined to make bimself understood. 
“T object now specifically to any evidence as to 
the familiarities they assume on the part of 
Stevens before his marriage,—not because I 
have the slightest apprehension of what the re- 
sult would be, but because I have the right to 
claim the privilege, if they go into his conduct 
with other women before his marriage, of enter- 
ing upon a wide and highly diversified field 
which would not enlighten the jury at all con- 
cerning the subject matter of this investigation. 


He has proved that he loved his wife. Doves 
the fact—they insist and I deny it—that 
be flirted before marriage prove that 
he did not ilove her? A reformed 


flirt makes the best husband. Flirtation by 
Stevens with other women in 1874, which we 
deny, hasn’t the slightest tendency on earth to 
siow whether his fntellect was disordered by a 
shocking accumulation of evidence of his wife’s 
infidelity in 1878.”’ 

‘*We know he cannot be surprised,”’ replies 
Weber. “Heis too statuesque a character to 
be surprised. We are not dealing in suppres- 
sion, but in the eliminating of truth. The ques- 
tion is proper, independent of the fact of insan- 
itv, and it is proper, under the authorities, for 
the purpose of disproving that he was laboring 
under an insane delusion at the time of the 
homicide.” 

‘‘There is no pretense,’’ says the Court, 
“‘ that thie can show insanity after marriage. I 
aro clear this is not competent—upon the ques- 
tion of malice certainly not, and on the ques- 
tion of insanity certainly not. Whether the facts 
suggested as tending to show whether he loved 
her or not may be testimony or not, is a ques- 
tion to come up hereafter, but as to anything of 
any character that occurred before marriage, I 
shall exclude it. This would not be strictly 
cross-examination, { think, and on that account 
it might be objectionable. You have not come 
to the rebuttal yet.”’ , 

‘** We may afterwards present it in a different 
condition,” says Mills. 

**Astowhat occurred after marriage,’’ re- 
sponds the Court, “ that is a different question. 
I will deal with that when it comes up.’ 


THE MARRIAGE.

The resultis that 
the Milwaukee shipments are duplicated in the 
returns, making the movement to appear much 
greater than it actually is, and the tendency is 
to force prices down to a lower point than they 
would otherwise reach, Whether the tendency 
be up or down, the thing would be equally 
wrong, but we see no present means of changing 
the practice. 

A correspondent desires us to note that the 
Black Sea ports were open this year about a 
month earlier than usual, and the greater part 
of the wheat available there has already gone 
into cousumption in Western Europe. A better

Britain and France have received our Jower 
grades so exclusively as to think our spring 
wheat crop of last year was avery poor one, 
and they will probably take the winter wheat in 
preference where they can obtain it. 

A writer in a recent issue of a French journal 
gives a lot of figures to prove that French farm- 
ers cannot afford to compete with American 
wheat growers so long as the latter are willing 
to scil enormous quantities at the low prices re- 
cently ruling. .

Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 
Sr. ALBANs, Vt., April 14.—The following is 
Jobn P. Phair’s dying statement, which will un- 


doubtedly be read with much interest: 

Wrixpsor Prisox, April 10, 1879.—In view of 
my rapidly-approaching death, I deem tt my duty) 
to make the following supplement to my anticipat- 
ed last statement fn life, whicn was published in 
the Boston Daily Glode on the morning of April 6, 
1877, the day on which I was to have been execut- 
ed for the murder of a poor disreputable woman, 
whom God knowsI have never harmed by either 
word or deed. What has transpirea since the pub- 
lication of that statemeni—the truth of which I 
have tived to ace corroborated, almost in fnl!. by 
reputable witnese*s—is well known to the world, 
tis not my purpose or wish at this late hoar to 
enter into any uonecessary repetition of what [ 
have already made public. Two years agol was 
compelled to undergo the same painful ordeal 
through which lam now patiently passing, ex- 
cepting the last act in the drama which was to rob 
we of my life. My solemn protestations of in- 
nocence had been given,to the world on 
the morning of the day fixed for my execution, 
and at noon sill further hope of ife was 
dismissed from my mind. My friends had 
also given up all hope, and death seemed as cer- 
tain to me at the appointed hour as anything could 
be. But, as is well know te all, ajust and merci- 
ful God had willed otherwise, and at the last mo- 
ment rescued me from the jaws of an unjust and 
ignominious death by uneagthing evidence which 
was legally mine, and coul® have been presented 
to the jury at the time Of my trial if 1 had only had 
the means to.use in lookingitup. Gov. Fairbanks 
—God bless him for his humane act—reprieved me 
from the 6th day of April, 1877, antil the 4th day 
of May, during which time an official investigation 
disclosed sufiicient evidence in my behalf to war- 
rant a second reprieve, which was granted until 
April 4, 1879, in order that my evidence, and that 
claimea by the prosecution against me, might be 
reviewed by the Legisiature of 18738. In October 
last my claims were presented to that body of iaw- 
makere by able. earnest counsel, and on the peti- 
tion of more than 15,000 people praying that a 
new trial might be granted me. The Assembly at 
first seemed to feel the importance and jusiness 
of my claims. but still stagzered under the 
thought of establishing a precedent by granting 
me a new tria! outright, whether innocent or guilty: 
The whole matter was finally referred to a Joint 
Committee of the Judiciary, who very fairly con- 
sented to hear all evidence for and against me, and 
then decide upon what measure of relief should be 
granted. To this the counsel for the State strongly 
objected, and denied the Committee's right to hear 
evidence and pass upon my claims, Gov, Stewart 
appeared as one of the counsel for the State, and 
remarked that **the matter might as we!l be sub- 
mitted to a town-meeting for investigation,” and 
**that my counsel! should go to the Supreme Court 
with thecase."’ Judee Poland then remarked that 
there was **no law in existence allowing my coun- 
sel such a right.” ** Well, then,*’ said Mr. Stewart, 
‘*let a law giving them such a right be passed.”’ 
To this my leading counsel, Col. ‘Veasey, objected, 
by saying that ‘* Phair ought not to be compelled 
to go before the Supreme Court again.’’ My cq@in- 
sel then withdrew for a short consultatfon, during 
which they resolved to accept the ** general law,”’ 


as proposed by Gov. Stewart; and, act- 
ing on the intimation of the counsel for 
the State that the passage of such a law 


would not be opposed by them, they again ap- 
peared before the Judicjary Committee, who 
granted me a reserved right to a full and impartial 
hearing before tnem in case the ** general law "’ 
should fail in its pavsage. The Committee then 
framed and favorably reported a bill cilculated to 
cover all exigencies of the case, which was intro- 
duced in the Senate, and passed without a dissent- 
ing vote. In the House the biil met with some dif- 
ficulty, by way of certain proposed amendments 
which were agreed to, andthe bi!) finally passed 
and became a law. Thus law gives any pereon 
under sentence of déath a right to petition the 
Supreme Court fora new trial at any time before 
execation, on the ground of newly-discovered evi- 
dence, by first o! taining permission of any two 
Judges of the Supreme Court—before whom tbe 
petitioner must presentja pmma facie case—to file 
euch petition. Onthe 17th day of January, 1S7Y¥, my 
counse! presented my petition and evidence to 
Judges Koyce and Redfield, who decided that I had 
nade out a prima! facie case, and forthwith granted 
me leave to petitfon the same Court, and the same 
members of said Court. excepting one, who had 
cenied my former application for a new trial. This 
Court heard my petition and evidence, together 
with the so-calied State’s evidence against me at 
RKutiand on the »d day of last February. 

The Court were most liberal in admitting evi- 

dence offered o¥ my counsel, and, ag I am in- 
formed, gave the applicationa patient considera- 
tion. JI do not impute to any wember of the 
Court a determination, or even a desire, to wrong 
me. lhave feared there may have been a preju- 

dice against me ia the minds of some members of 
the Bench, owing to my wrong-doing in my earlier 
hfe, and to the malicious publications of all man- 

ner of false accusations against me. I feared, and 
now believe, these things operated against me, 

and robbed me of the opportunity to secure sach a 
result as [ think, asa condemned man, 1 was en- 

titled to. Bfuroear to compialn more in this re- 

spect. 
In praying the Court to eet aside she verdict 
reached by the jucy on my trial—which was forced 
upon me under exceedingly adverse circumstances 
--and grant me a mew trial, I cid not doit with a 
copscionsness of guilt, but as an innocent man 
who felt that he bad by the laws of civilization an 
undeniabie right to a trial by jury on evidence 
which he not only feels assured, but thousands 
upon thousands of others believe, would to-day 
acquitand exonerate him before any unbiased 
court and jury inthis country. I did not think that 
in praying for a fair chance to. establish 
my innocence of the vile crime with which lam 
foully branded; I was askingioo much of my na- 
tive State. I did not think tha: the Commonwealth 
of Vermont could be moved to the bioodthirsty at- 
titude she bas taken against one of her subjects by 
the perjured representations of scheming reward- 
seekers and so-called detectives. As murder by 
false testimony is the most aggravated species of 
murder, it cannot be justified ia either Heaven or 
Earth: and that I am a helpless victim of such God 
bears me witness, and 1 wiil ever hold my prose- 
cutors strictly accountable to Him for the great 
wrong they have done me, and against which, in- 
carcerated in prison asl have been, and afflicted 
with poverty, | have not been able to successfully 
contend. Whereverl found afriead among jour- 
nalisis, the bitterness of my enemies led them to 
stigmatize auch as ** Beston Dohemians,”’ because 
they conscientiously questioned tie integrity of 
the disreputable band of pawnbrokers, and the 
honesty of the two echeming reward-hunters, the 
self-appointed, so-called detectives, who, with the 
purse of the State ai their command, were able to 
crush my hopes and ruin my chances for an impar- 
tial trial and my chances for such relief from my 
fate as I sought ana thousands believed me en- 
titled to. 

This is the reason why I could have no new trial, 
but must hangin order to make it appear to the 
world thatitis impossible fora Vermont jury to 
convict an innocent man, and much more so for a 
poor condemned man to have been by bitter preju- 
dice deprived of the benefiiof the reasonable doubt 
which the law gave him in bis fearful situation. Ny 
extreme poverty was well known to the Court. The 
law only allowed tne State to award me $20 to make 
my defense, while nearly $5,000 was most faeely 
yielded to secure my conviction, and upon evidence 
most cruelly false. My claims were ably and faith- 
fully presented by coatusel. who charitably gave 
their services in my defense. The result is, the 
false evidence has beeu honored, and ] must sub- 
mit to the forfeiture of my life. 

In offering his opinion the Chief Justice laid 
great stress on the fact of my not taking the wit- 
ness-stand and testifying in my own behalf, 

which was nodault of mine, but an error on the 
art of my counsel, who forbade my doing as I 
ad intehded. The same may also be said with 
reference to the fmmeetipg of Mr. Downing after 
my reprieve. | I k as very anxious to have 
him come to Windsor at onecé and pick me out 
from among other prisoners. but my counsel and 
some of tne hichest officials in the State advised me 
to not meet him other than in court, jest the prose- 
cution should make a strong point against such a 
meeting. He further said that ‘* admitting all that 
is Claimed, the question for the Court to decice is 
not what a jury might say as to the evidence before 
us, but what,)in our judgment, they ought to 
say.” 

But I don’t believe that any unbiased jury in this 
country would render such averdict on the evi- 
dence which was presenied to the Court. The 
Legisiative Joint Jadiciary Committee and my 
counsel had faith that the Sapreme Court wouid 
give me an impartiai behring! l embraced this 
faith, and was cheered by the interest and sympa- 
toy manifested 6y so many forme. The law giv- 
ing ———— fo again pelifion the Court was 
passed4firough respec, for the namerous earnest 
petitions Lhat were pressed before the Assembly in 
my behalf, and shonid have been regarded by the 
Court as being the outgrowtb of the people's direct 
petition to, potonly the Geuera! Assembly, bul to the 
Coartalso. (Those petitioners earnestiy prayed the 
Assembly to provide, by law, for the pro.ection of 
my life vatif my guilt could be more satisfactorily 
determined. | The Assembly honored the people's 
petition by passing tbe ** gencral law," which en- 
avied me to @ppeal to the Court for that protection; 
and in dewyifg it I caw But feel that the Court has 
not only ignored the prayers of many iv my behalf, 
but in denjfing a new) trial has mos grievously 
wronged me. The Cotirt was miormed by the 
Prosecating Attorneys that if a new trial was 
granted me I never.cou!d@ be convicted. They were 
right about that, and, had the Court been interested 
enough to.ask them the reason why I coula not ve 
convicted, they would haye urged, as a last piea, 
their inability to get the unsound evidence which 
convicted me repeated of a pecond trial, which is 
true enough. in denying my applicatioa for a uew 
trial in February, IsS7S, the Court reudered an 
opinion, that, if the pewly discovered evidence 
which was presented With my petition Aad been 
given ta the jury on my ita), it would not, in the 
Court's opinion, have ¢hanged the verdict. ‘The 
Couri’s Opinion on the sdcond and ast application

The Dying Statement of the Ex- 


He Reiterates His Innocence, but 


in the very face of a jaw which guarantees to every 
person accused of crime aright toa fair and im- 
rtial trial by ajury composed of twelve men, 
ow, if this is correct, the question in my mind is, 
whether or notI have been legally denied & new 
trial. These are’ my views of this painfully 
mysterious affair, and, while I bear the Court noe 
malice in offering them, I cannot help thinking 
that their decision has wronged me. To me the 
fecling is irresistible, that in the Court! have 
fonnd no protector. 1 have from the first believed. 
and now more than ever believe, that the so-called 
detectives, Thornton and Stearns, have in their pos- 
session evidence which would go far toward prov- 
ing my innocence if not wholly exonerate me 
before the courts andthe world. The fact that 
they suppressed important ecvidence in my 
behalf relative to my trip to Providence, on 
my trial, makes this belief irresistibly 
strong. The affidavit of Stearns, which was 
resented to the Supreme Court at the recent hear- 
ngof mypetition and néw evidence at Rutland, 
purporting to be an admission made by me to him 
while under arrest at KRutiand, nearly five years 
ago,—that I was in Providence shortly after or 
about the close of the late War,—-was the most 
bare-faced perjury conceivable, at® fairly crowned 
all his former perjuryip the case. Ihad never 
been in the City of Providence previous to the 
afternoon. or evening, of June 9, 1874, and no 
other person in the world, save Stearns, can be 
found who woald testify that I had ever made such 
an admission to him or ber in my life. The odject 
of that false affidavit was evidently to, if possibie, 
trip the description of Providence, locations. ob- 
which Thad given immediateiy after 
mv arrest andon the YNmorningof my anticipated 
execution, April 6, 1877. It was also intended to 
depreciate the honest corroborgtive testimony of 
M. D. Downing, whom I met and conversed with 
on the cars between Providence and Boston ia the 
forenoon of June 10, 1874. 
In conclusion, 1 cannot help regretting, more 
than I can express, the tragical termination of this 
sad affair which has so long agitated the puolic 
mind, and vrought needless suffering and sorrow 
upon my relatives, fmnends, and myscif; and, 
could I have at any time felt or kaown that any act 
of mine was directly or indirectly the cause of 
bringing abeut so ignoble a result, | am sure that I 
would long since have cCcased to exist from the 
effects of an Overwhelming remorse of conscience. 
But, innocent ag 1 am, I could do no other than 
manfully stand up and repel the base assaulis of 
my persecytors with such weapons asthe Almighty 
caw Ot to place within my reach; and, in doing so, 
I have acted from a sense of duty tu God, who yvave 
me life to enjoy in common with my fellow men 
so long asl obeyed the sixth commandment, the 
violation of which would alone forfeit my ngnt of 
life under both human and divine law. When my 
claims were presented to the Lewislature my enemies 
again accused me Of an attempt to secure a com- 
mutation of my sentence to imurisonment for tife, 
which was faise. I did not appeal to that Honour 
able Body for either acommutation of sentence, 
sympathy, or mercy, bat fur strict justice; and 
these were wmiy express instructions to my 
>counsel at the time. If they asked for more 
they were probably led to do so by the temper of 
the Assembivy, which had, in a great devred, be- 
come sullen over the persistent efforts of friends 
who were endeavoring to get the sentence of every 
condemned man in the State Prison coamuted to 
imprisonment for life. My enemies have written 
many cowardly anonyinous communications to the 
Burlington “#ree Press, Rutiand Jerald, and the 
New \ork Sin, all of which were calculated to 
Liacken my name and character, aod to exclude al] 
possible doubt of my guilt. 
Before closing | wish to acknowledge my sincere 
gratitude to all persons who have, by either word 
ordeed, done what they could toward securing me 
a new trial and justice. These friends are so nu- 
Wwerous that time and space forbids my mentiuning 
in this article only those who have taken the most 
sebe ray parts in my defense. Among them my 
aoe thanks are expecialiy due to the Hon. D.

Neither have l appropriated to myself, or for any 
person wiomsoever, one pin’s worth of property, 
jewels, or any article whatsoever belonging to the 
poor woman. I have, in common witn other 
young—as well as some old—men, made mistakes 
in life, for which I sought and obtained forgive- 
ness atthe time. But, thanks be to God, the mis- 
take of taking a human life, or even attempting 
euch a thing, is not among them, as my final Judge 
can attest. No mancould have been more wrong 

fully accused in this respect than I have been by a 
certain ring who were bent on my destruction, 

right or wrong, and they have succeeded, but by 
what means the Supreme Judge of aij shall decide. 

In the meantime I freely forgive all hy enemies, — 
yes, even the worst of them, --and, if I have ever 
wronged any person in my lifetine whose forgive- 
ness i have not already asked ana o!taimed, I now 
ask itin all sincerity. All hopes of human justice 
are exhausted, and death is inevitable.

THE QUESTION OF HANDWRITING. 

When John P. Phair, convicted and executed 
for the murder of Mrs. Anna E. Freeze, at 
Rutland, was on trial for the crime, the most 
damaging evidence adduced by the State was 
some similarities of handwriting. Upon the 
register of the Adams House, in Boston, upon 
soine pawn-tickets, and upon a sheet of paper 
given Phair in Rutland Jail the day after his 
arrest upon which to write the nameof “E. F. 
Smith, St. Albans, Vt.,”" the three signatures 
were apparently done by one and the same 
person. In the efforts which were made to se- 
cure Phair’s escape from the gallows, much 
labor was expende1to prove that some other 
person might haye written the name “FE. F, 
Smith” on the hotel-register,—Phair denying 
that he wrote it. ‘The doubt as to who wrote 
the signatures is now dispelled by the letter 
given below, which explains itself. This letter 
contains testimovy confirming evidence pro- 
duced in court by the State to prove that John 
P. Phair, and the E. F. Smith who was at the 
Adams House in Boston, June 10, 1874, were 
one and the same person. The writer of the 
letter is an expert in handwriting, it being his 
exclusive business: 

Dean Sin: Previoustothe trial of John P. Phair, 
I received a dispatch froma distingnished ex- Judge 
of Vermont, to meet a gentleman desiring my pro- 
fessional services. From former businesé-inter- 
views l understood that questioned handwritings 
would be presented to me for analysis and my opin- 
jon as anexpert. I obeyed the summons, and met 
a gentieman who introduced himeelf as assistant or 
associate CounselintheJohnP. Phaircase His name 
i bave forgotten. He took me to the Adams 
House, and called upon the clerk for a certain reg- 
ister, which was handed tohim He then led me 
tO & retired seat, and took from his pockét a late 
letter from Phair, in which he alleged in* positive 
terms that he never wrote the name ‘*E. PF, 
Sinith, St. Albans, Vt.,”* upon the Adams House 
reyister, nor was he there on the date upon whidb 
said name was written. This letter, in Phair’s 
own handwriting, in the hands of his own connsei, 
was to be the standard forcomparison. With such 
pertinacity 8ud address had Phair averred his inno- 
cence that benevolent individuais had contributed 
a sma!i sui to defray the expenses of his counsel 
to Boston, and to procure expert testimony upon 
the questioned signature in the Adams House reg- 
i#ler, 

_ The characteristics in the hand of the standard 
letter and the name registered ‘‘E. F. Smith, St. 
Albans, Vt.,"’ were identical. Superposing either 
upon the other, to be viewed as a trausparency, 


similar letters and moveménts or succes- 
sion of movements were the same iia 
curves, angles, and joinings, ani, in 
principle, inevery minute particular, This was 


true Of every part of the letter-standard. To ex- 
piain: From any letter or writing of Phair's, 
baving the letters composing the jetters that make 
up the pame E. F. Smith, St. Albans, Vt., the 
hame may be made ap letter by letter and arranged 
sv as to be almost identical with that apon the 
Adams House register. There could be no chance 
for any forgery. e 

After atime of close abservation and comparison 
by Bsuberposing and juxtaposition, the gentleman 
said there could be no doapt but that the letter and 
signature upon the regisier were by the same 
hand. Details I have left oat, and have nat quoted 
words, but Only substance and meaning. If hair 
wrole the letier shown me by a genticman 
acknowledging himself in Phair's interest, he wrote 
the name before referred to on the register. There 
was no disguise of hand in staudurd of 
signature. ‘The hand is one of practice 
evougd> not to lose from scheovl and copy 
exercises, but not one of mach practice 
beyond, 860 as Lo improve in readiness by experi- 
euce. I Was treated ina very gentiemanly manner 
by Phair's counse), with no expectation that he 
would need my further assistance. 

I desire now lo make this reference to the case 
for the purpose of ailaying in the pabilic mind the 
excilement arising from honest doubting as to the 
identity of the two signatures, --E. F. Smith, St. 
Aibana, and Jobn P. Phair. That they are iden- 
tical, is & demvostrabie fact, -vot an opinion de- 
pendent upon preponderating testimony.

Live-Steck and Provision Exports for the 
Past kight Years. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 
WasuineTon, DL. C., April 12.—Ilo the House, 
recently, the attention of the country bas been 
called to the ravages of the pleuro-pneumonia, 
in connection with the remarkable development 
of the new industry of live-stock exportation.
